1. (Currently Amended) A safety belt web adjuster, comprising: 
a first horizontal member having first and second ends; 
a second horizontal member having third and foiixth ends; 

a first vertical m^b^ having a top surface and a bottom suri^e extending between ihe 
first and third ends; 

a second vertical member having a top surface and bottom surface extending between the • 
second and fourth ends; 

a first ear extending away jfrom the junction between the second horizontal member and 
first vertical member; and 

a second ear extending away from the junction between the second horizotxtal member 
and the second vertical member; and 

a third horizontal member fijxfber having a first substantially c-shaped end and a second 
substantially c-shaped end; 

wherein the first substantially c-shaped end engages the first vertical member around both 
tiie top and bottom surfaces; 
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wh^in the second substantially c-shaped end engages the second vertical member 
around both the top and bottom sui&ces; asd 

wherein the third horizontal member is free to slide between the first and second 
horizontal member as well engaging the first and second vertical members around both the top 
and bottom surfaces; afi4 

wherein said ears prevent said third horizontal member from sliding past said earsM ; and 

Tyherefai movement of the safety belt is discouraged by a clamping connection 
formed by the adjacency of the third horizontal member to the first horizontal member 
when the third horizontal member is slid toward the first horizontal member, and bv the 
adiaceney of the third horizontal member to the second horizontal member when the third 
horizontal member i$ slid toward the second horizontal memben 

2. (Currentiy Amended) A safety belt apparatus comprising: 
a web adjuster comprising: 

a first horizontal member having first and second ends; 

a second horizontal member having third and forth ends; 

a first vertical member having a top surface and a bottom surface extending 
between the first and third ends; 

a second vertical member having a top surface, and bottom sm'&ce extending 
between the second and fourth ends; 

a first ear extending away firom the junction between the second horizontal 
member and first vertical m^ber; and 

a second ear extending away firom the junction between the second horizontal 
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mejoaber md the second vertical member; 

a third horizontal member further having a first substantially c-shaped end and a 
second substantially c-shaped end; 

whereitx the first substantially c-shaped end engages liie first vertical member 
around both the top and bottom surfaces; 

wherein the second substantially c-shaped end engages the second vertical 
member around boUx the top and bottom sur&ces; as&d 

wherein the 4ird horizontal member is firee to slide between the first and second 
horizontal member as well engaging the first and second vertical members around both the top 
and bottom surfaces when said web adjuster has be^ rotated at least 45 degrees fixmi a first 
position to a second positionr?1 : and 

wherein movement of the safety belt is discouraged bv a clamping connection 
formed bv the adjacency of the third horizontal member to the first horizontal member 
when the third horizontal member is slid toward the first horizontal member, and bv the 
adjacency of the third horizontal member to the second horizontal member when the third 
horizontat member is slid toward the second horizontal member, 

3. (Previously Presented) The safety belt apparatus of claim 2, wherein said web adjuster 
has been rotated at least 90 degrees firom a first position to a second position. 

4. (Currently Amended) A safety belt apparatus comprising; 
a web adjuster comprising: 

a first horizontal member having first and second ends; 
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a second horizontal member having third and forth exids, the second horizontal 
member defuoing an openixxg therethrou^; 

a &st vertical member having a top surfece and a bottom surface extending 
between the first and third ends; 

a second vertical member having a top surface and bottom surface extending 
between the second and fonrth ends; and 

a third horizontal member further having a first substantially c-shaped end and a 
second substantially c-shaped end; 

wherein the first substantially c-shaped end engages the first vertical member 
aroimd both the top and bottom sur&ces; 

wherein the second substantially c-shaped end engages the second veortical 
member around both the top and bottom surfeces; asd 

wherein the third horizontal member is ftee to slide between the first and second 
horizontal member as well as engaging the first and second vertical members around both the top 
and bottom sur&ces; and 

a first strap enclosed around the first horizontal member; 

a second strap enclosed around the third horizontal member; and 

a third stmp passing through th e op e ning dofin o d in th e oooond horizontal 

wherein movement of the safety belt is discoaraged by a clamping connection 
formed by the adjacency of the third horizontal me mber to the first horizontal member 
when the third horizontal member is slid toward the first horizontal member, and bv the 
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adiaccBLcv of the third horizontal member to the second horizontal member when the third 
horizontal member is slid toward the second horizontal member. 
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
